— In exercise of the powers conferred 
hv section 32 of the Oil and Natural Gas Commission Act- 
I95P f 43 of 1959). the Oil and Natural Gas Commission 
hereby makes, with the previous approval of the Central 
Government, the following regulations, namely 
1. Short Idle and commencement : 

( 1 ) These regulations may be called the Oil and Natural 
Gas Commission ( Payment, Deposit, Custody and TnvestrrK.ni 
of Moneys) Rigulaimns, 1966. 

(2) They shall come into fore* at once 
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7. Definitions ■ 

In these regulations, — 

i a) ’Bank’ means the Reserve Bank of Indio and includes 
its agents; 

ib> 'Commission' means the Oil and Natural Gas Com- 
mission established under the Oil and Natural Gas 
Commission Act, 1959 (43 of 1959). 

3, Persons by whom mid the manner in which payments, 

deposits and investments of moneys may be made : 

1 1 ) The Finance and Accounts Officer of the Commission 
or. in case where there is no Finance and Accounts Officer, 
anv other officer in charge of the Accounts Section of the 
Office of the Commission, shall make the payments and receive 
moneys on behalf of the Commission and such payments shall 
ho amhoiised by the afoiesaid officer or officer in charge, 
as the case may be. against proper sanctions after conducting 
a thorough scrutiny in such maimer as may be prescribed in 
this behalf by the Commission from time to time. 

(2) AH payments by or on behalf of the Commission, shall 
generally be made bv cheques drawn on the current account 
of the Commission and payments in respect of individual 
names, not exceeding five hundred rupees and relating to the 
salaries, wages, allowances or advances payable to the 
employees mav. however, be made in cash. 

(3) All cheques ox authorities of payments issued to the 
Bank on the Commission’s current account and all orders for 
making investments in call or short term deposits and with- 
drawals of the same or for the disposal in any other manner 
of the funds of the Commission, shall be signed by such 
officer or officers of the Commission as may be authorised 
bv the Commission in this behalf from time to time. 

Custody of moneys required for current expenditure and 

investment of moneys not so required : 

( ] ) All moneys of the Commission shall be deposited in 
the Bank except those required for the day-to-day disburse- 
ment in cash and such cash shall be kept in the custody o< 
the Finance and Accounts Officer ol the Commission or. in 
case wiiere there is no Finance and Accounts Officer, in the 
custody of anv other officer in charge of the Accounts Section 
of the Office of the Commission under proper security 
arrangements. 

( 2 ) All surplus moneys not required for the Commission’s 
current requirements, shall be invested in such securities ax 
may be approved by the Central Government, 

1 3 ) The Commission may advance as imprest small amounts 
of money, not exceeding one thousand rupees in any one case, 
to tiny of its officers for incurring petty expenditure within 
file powers delegated to them and the officers to whom such 
amounts are advanced shall be personally responsible for them 
and they shall also be responsible for maintaining proper 
accounts. 
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5. Exercise oj powers : 

For the purpose of there regulations, tho powers of the 
Commission shall be exercised by the Chairman or, in his 
absence, by any other Member and the Member (Finance).
